In fact, I knew nothing 
about the message until after it had 
been sent. 
"I apologized to Byrd upon his a r ­ 
rival at Paris, realizing that lie, tin 
same as I. could never be pushed 
into making a race out of a flight 
■which requires the most careful pr •- 
p a ra !ions and the most careful navi 
gatin g and flying, 
"W hen I learned the telegram had 
been sent I told Levine th a t I wa 
th rough; that I had made my last 
flight in the Columbia.

We are flying to London 
tomorrow in on ordinary passenger 
plane and probably sail without re­ 
tu r n in g to Paris.”
